THE BLAIR BILL ENJOYING A REST. 


The Confirmation of Faller as Chief-Justice 
Believed to Be Assured-—Other 
Political News. 

Wasumxcton, May 23.—({Special.}—The 
Smalls-Elliot contested election fight opened 
today, and it promises to be the most bitter 
and partisan case ever before congress, al- 
though today only the Smalls side of the case 
was argued by his attorney, ex-Congressinan 
Joln Ellis, of Louisiana. It is evident that 
the committee’s report will be a party one, and 
the fight inthe house a party fight. Every 
conceivable kind of fraud was claimed today 
by Smalls’s attorney, exceptjintimidation of 
colored yoters by the whites. The district is 
known to be overwhelmingly black, but itis 
claimed, and perhaps justly, that Colonel Ei- 
Jiott received a very large number of votes 
cast by blacks who are democrats. Colonel 
Elliott's side of the case will be argued to- 
morrow by his attorneys, General Hunton and 
Colonel Jeff Chandler. . 

The Atlanta public building bill, which 
passed the scnate yesterday, will be sent to the 
white house for the president’s signature on 
Friday, and will doubtless be signed without 
delay. No action has been taken by the presi- 
dent on the Columbus bil. ' 

The bill to pay Morgan Rawles $8,000 for 
property destroyed by union forces during the 
war, Which also passed the senate yesterday, 
wil! go to the president on Friday. 

Maior DBarnes’s bill to divide the northern 
district of Georgia into two divisions, and 
have aterm of the federal court held in Au- 
gusta, is now on the senate calender, and will 
probably be called up and pass that body in a 
few days.

PAY FOR THE POSTMASTERS. 


4&n Increase of Nearly Five Millions Asked 
—The Causes for the Advance. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The house went 
into committee of the whole, Mr. Turner, of 
Georgia, in the chair, on the postotiice appro- 
priation bill. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, explained that the 
bill carried an appropriation of 360,035,540 
against an appropriation of $55,694,650 for the 
current fiscal year. He deemed it necessary 
to give causes for this increase. The appro- 
priation for the compensation of postmasters 
for 1888 was $11,700,000." The sixth auditor 
Stated that the expenditures for this item in 
1587 amounted to $11,920,481, or $229,481 more 
than the appropriation in 1838. Atthesame 
time it appeared that while in 1856 gross reve- 
hues increased at the rate of 3.26 per cent, in 
1587 the increase was 14.06 per cent. The same 
larve increase of receipts Was expected to take 
place in 1588, 

ln the&ppropriation bill for 1585 there was 
no appropriation for rent, light and fuel at 
third-class Offices. In the proposed bill there 
Was inserted for this purpose the sum of $650,- 
GU7. Heretofore the postmaster of a third- 
class office was compelled to pay for these 
Vems from his salary. 

In the appropriation for clerks in postoffices 
there was a substantial increase of $550,000, 
which was made at the request of the post- 
master general, and which was required to 
weet the increasing needs of business. 

‘ureply toa question from Mr. Lanham, of 
Texas, Mr. Blount stated that while the com- 
mittee on postoftices and post roads was in fa- 
vor of increasing the compensation of fourth 
Class postmasters, it Wa8S stopped by the rules 
of the house, from incorporating a provision 
to that effect inthe appropriation bill; but he 
thought that the committee would bring in, 
before long, a measure to increase the com- 
pensation of postmasters of thatclass. The 
increase of $777,500 in the appropriations for 
the free delivery service, Mr. Biount ex- 
plained, to be due not so much to the proposed 
increase of service as to the provisions of the 
actof January 3d, 1887, providing for the 
Classitication, prometion and salaries of letter 
Carriers. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, inquired whether 
there was any prospect of the committee on 
postofiices and postroads reporting a measure 
to classify railroad mail clerks and _ postal 
ee asto give them proper compensa- 

ion. 

Mr. Blount replied that that matter was be- 
ing considered by a sub-committee, and he did 
not feel authorized to make any statement as 
to the prospect of its being acted upon. There 
were organizations among postal clerks,among 
postofiice clerks and among railroad clerks for 
the purpose of securing an increase of salaries. 
They did not come before the committee but 
wore in the habit of of formulating their bills 
and placing them in the hands of some promi- 
nent member, and in this way they expect to 
drive congress to conclusions contiary to the 
proper methods of legislation. So far as he was 
concerned, he represented, not office holders 
alone, but the great mass of the pegple who 
paid taxes and would withstand any unreason- 
able increase of salaries.

KEYSTONE STATE'S DEMOCRACY 
In Convention Assembied at Harrisburg— 
, The Platform Adopted, 

Harpispura, Pa., May 23.—The democratic 
state convention, to elect four delegates at 
large to the national convention, to ratify the 
nomination of two delegates to the national 
convention from each congressional district, 
and to nominate two eleetors at large and 
twenty-eight district electors and a candidate 
for supreme judge, met in the opera house at 
half-past 10 o’clock this moining. Chairman 
Kisner, of the state committee, called the ean- 
vention to order. There was every indication 
atthe opening of the convention that the 
proceedings would. be tather tame, 
in comparison with recent meetings of the 
state democratic conventon. The retirement 
this morning of ex-Con an Speer from 
the contest. of delegate at large, to accept a 
piace at the head of the electoral ticket. hav- 
ing smcothed the way for Conpressinan Scott’s 
rogramine to send himself, ex-Congressinan 

oyle, ex-Atiorney-General Lewis C. Cassidy 
and ex-Congrcessman Mutchler, at the head of 
delegation to St. Louis. 

Upon the completion of the roll Mr. Mc- 
Question, of Butler county, nominated W ill- 
iam A. Hensel, of Lancaster, for temporary 
chairman, and Mr. Hensel was elected by ac- 
clamation. 

Upon taking the chair Mr. Hensel spoke 
briefly of the prospects of the democratic 
party, after which secretary and other subordi- 
nate oflicers of the temporary organization 
were made permanent officers of the conven- 
tion. 

The convention took a recess until 2 0’clock. 

The convention reassembled at 2:35. Ex- 
Senator William A. Wallace was made per- 
manent chairman. On taking the chair Mr. 
Wallace referred in glowing terms to the ad- 
ministration of President Cleveland, who, he 
said, pushes viroronsly to the front upon great 
adiministrative issues. He asks support and 
aid, and Pennsylvania’s democracy are here 
today to answer for themcelyes. They are f.r 
unity and an unbroken column in lis support. 
They prefer a reduction of taxation and the 
resturation of our shipping to a huge surplus, 
and a wallat sea. They are for more free 
raw material, free ships and an open door to 
competition in every market; for 
conservativé reform in the interest of 
the whcle people with no_ violent 
wrench to any industry. They are not for free 
trade, but are for a tariff for revenue, with 
that protection which must follow its equitable 
adjustment; but net for protection for the sake 
of protection. — Details of a bill on these lines 
are of infinitely less importance than action it- 
self. The demand of the democratic people at 
this crisis is for cordial and prompt work to re- 
duce taxation. 

o i:very reference to President Cleveland was 

heered to the echo, and Mr. Wallace wascom- 
pelled to halt in his speech until the enthusias- 
tic demonstrations subsided. Reference 
to Hancock and McClellan caused the 
large audience to rise and give thre: 
cheers for these heroes. A platform was re- 
ported and adopted. Ex-Congressman Spear 
and F. K. Keating, of Pittsburg, were chosen 
electors at large. L. C. Cassidy, of Philadel- 
plhia; Charles E,. Boyle, of Washington coun- 
ty; William T. Mitchell, of Northampton, and 
William L. Scott, of Erie, delegates at large to 
St. Louis. Judge J. B. McCollum, of Susque- 
hanna county, was nominated for supreme 
judge, and the convention then nominateda 
complete list of district electors and district 
delegates and alternates to the national con- 
vention.

NORTH CAROLINA REPUBLICANS, 


Meeting of the State Convention at Raleigh 
Yesterday. 

RAveion, N. C., May 23.—[Special.]—The 
republican state convention met here at noon 
today in the Metropolitan hall. It is the larg- 
est body, with more white members than usual. 
{t was called to order by Charles A. ‘Cooke, of 
Warren couuty, who stated that he performed 
that duty at the request of both state executive 
committees of his party. It was apparent as 
soon as the convention met that there were two 
factions, one for Blaine and one for Sherman, 
and that the former greatly outnumbered the 
latter. 

There was considerable quarrelling before 
the convention got to work. It was alleged 
that a state ticket had been already made up, 
and at this great uproar arose, John C. Dan- 
cy, of Edgecome, was finally elected tempo- 
rary secretary, andthe committee on creden- 
tials was appointed with Geo. M. Bulla as 
The committee retired, and dur- 
ing its absence speeches were made by R. Z. 
Linney, who has recently become a _ republi- 
can, James E. Bord, F. D. Winston and 
Jas. H. Harris. When Boyd, who is an 
enthusiastic Blaine man, mentioned Blaine’s 
name, declaring him to be the greatest living 
American, the convention cheered wildly, and 
there were cries of Blaine! Blaine! from all 
parts of the hall. Most of the speakers attacked 
Cleveland and the democratic party. Linney’s 
speech was especially bitter. The speakers 
claimed that tho color line should not be 
drawn in this campaign, At three o'clock the 
convention took a recess of two hours when it 
again met. 

The committee on credentials reported that 
all the counties save twelve were represented. 
There were contests in the counties of Cartret, 
Craven and Edgecombe, but these were set- 
tied. The convention then went into election 
of permanent chairman. Here again the 
Blaine and Sherman antagonism was plain. 
Jas. E. Boyd, of Graham, and Dan’l L. Rus- 
sell, of Wilmington, were placed in nomina- 
tion. The former is an ardent Blaine man, 
while the latter is an equally earnest 
worker for Sherman. The vote resulted in 
the election of Boyd, whose election was made 
unanimous amid great cheering. There are 
two state executive committees, and with deli- 
cate satire the chairman appointed J. J. Mott 
and J.C. Harris their respective chairmen, 
both of whom have been ardent Sherman men, 
to conduct Boyd to the chair. John C. Dancy 
and George A. Mebane, both colored, were 
made permanent secretaries. A committee on 
resolutions was next appointed, as well as one 
to revise the plan of permanent organization. 

A motion was madeand adopted to postpone 
all other matters and gointo the nomination 
of state ticket. 

Charles Price,of Rowan, was placed in nomi- 
pation, but his name was withdrawn, and 
Oliver HH. Dockery was nominated by accla- 
mation, the convention rising and cheering 
wildly. J.C. Pritchard, of Madison county, 
L. L. Green, of Watauga, and H.G. Ewart, of 
Henderson, were placed in nomination. 
Pritchard was the choice of the convention. 
George W. Stanton, of Wilson, was nominated 
for secretary of state by acclamation. There 
was a race between James B. Mason, C. F. 
McKesson, O. 8. Hayes and George M. Bulla 
for the nomination for auditor, in which Mc- 
Kesson was winner. There was another strug- 
gle for treasurer between B. H. Cozart, Charles 
S. Winstead and G. A. Bingham, in which 
Cozart won.

He Telis of His Karly Yrathing By Presbyte- 
rian Parents—HiIs Kefeyances to the 
Union of the Two Churches. 


Bautrmork, May 23.—TheSeuthern Presby- 
terian general assembly adjoarned immediate- 
ly after the consideration ®f Dr. Woodrow’s 
case until afterthe return of delegates from 
Philadeiphia. The report of the standing com- 
mittee on publications was presented, approv- 
ing the report of the special committee, here- 
tofore presented, was adopted. The same com- 
mittee reported in favor of continuing the pres- 
ent system of colporteurage and against the es- 
tablishment of a depository of church publica- 
tions in St. Louis. Adopted. 

The motion to ehange the date of the an- 
nual meeting of the general assembly from 
May to the second Thursday in June was ob- 
jected to by delegates from the gulf states and 
after discussion withdrawn. <A delegation 
from the general assembly of the Northern 
Presbyterian churches, in session in Philadel- 
phia, headed by Rey. Dr. McIntosh, was pres- 
ent, and Dr. McIntosh invited the general as- 
sembly to participate tomorrow with the body 
hé represents in the centennial celebration. 
He was seconded by Rey. Dr. Graham, of 
Philadelphia, who assured this assembly a 
cordial welcome in bis wity. 

Dr. Bullock accepted the invitation on the 
part of this assembly. 

A report was presented by the committee on 
home missions to make annual collections for 
missions in Augusta. This was opposed by 
delegates from the south on the ground that 
money is scarce in that region in Augusta. 

After a protracted discussion the report was 
recommitted. A report was presented by the 
committee on foreign correspondence accept- 
ing the greeting from Cumberland Presbyteri- 
ans at Waco, Tex.,and ordering a return 
greeting to be sent. 

The assembly adjourned until 3 o’clock Fri- 
day afternoon. 

At noon the general assembly proceeded in a 
body to the union station where, at 1 o’clock, 
they took a train for Philadelphia under the 
charge of the committee of arrangements and 
a delegation from Baltimore. 

SCENES AT OVERBROOK. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 25—The most interest- 
ing epsode of the Presbyterian assembly 
thus far occurred this afternoon when 
the reception tendered jointly to the 
commissioners of the two general assemblies 
nor-h and south by Mr. and Mrs. Wistar Mor- 
ris was held at their residence at Overbrook, 
near this city, The President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land were the guests of honor, and this fact 
caused every member of the assembly to brave 
the disagreeable weather and board the special 
train that started for Overbrook shortly before 
3 o’clock this afternoon. 

The southern assembly, some two hundred 
in number, arrived about an hour later. At 
the station they were met by Rev. Dr. Henry 
UC. McCook, Rev. Dr. Macintosh, District At- 
torney George 8. Graham and John Wana- 
maker, of this city. They were driven to Mr. 
Morris’s house, nearly a mile distant, and 
when nearing the place were met by the mod- 
erator, Rev. Dr. Charlies L. Thompson, and 
othe ofticcrs of the northern aeveunbiy. 

THE NORTH AND THE SOUTH MEET. 

When Dr. Thompson and Dr. J. J. Bullock, 
.the venerable moderator of thé southern as- 
sembly, greeted each other, there were shouts 
and cheers, which were renewed when the vis- 
itors entered the grounds where the president 
and Mrs. Cleveland, the host and hostess, and 
the commissioners of the northern assembly 
were waiting to receive them. The latter 
stocd in a double row with uncovered heads as 
the southern members passed up to the front 
of the portico, where the exercises were to be 
held, venerable Dr. Brown, of Virginia, and 
the southern moderator, Rev. J. J. Bullock, 
DD. D., of Washington, coming in for a special 
share of the applause. 

Congressmen J. Randolph Tucker, of Vir- 
ginia, and Breckiniidge, of Kentucky, were 
conspicuous among the southern lay commis- 
sioners, and were heartily recognized. 

CHEERING THE PRESIDENT. 

As the president and Mrs. Cleveland emerg- 
ed from the house tothe portico there was a 
burst of checring from the big assemblage on 
the lawn. The rain had ceased, and the peo- 
ple stood with bared heads. The president 
was accompanied by the host, Mr. Morris, 
Rey. Charles Wood, Moderators Thompson 
and Bullock and other ofticers of the two 


assemblies. 

Beside Mrs. Cleveland stood Mrs. Morris, 
Mrs. Wood and Mrs. Thompson. Mr. Morris 
introduced the president and Mrs. Cleveland 
in a brief address, and the president replied as 
tollows: 

“lamvery much gratified by the opportunity 
here atiorded me to meet the representatives of the 
Presbyterian chureb. Surely, aman never should 
lose hisintercst in the welfare of the ehurchesin 
which he was reared; and yet I will not find fault 
with any of you who deem it a sad confession made, 
when l acknowledge that I must recall tre days 
now long past to find my closest relation tothe 
grand and neble denomination which you represent, 
I say this because. those of wus who inherit 
iealty to our church, as 1 did, begin early to learn 
those things which make us Presbyterians all the 
days of our lives, and thusit is that the rigors of 
early teaching by which we are grounded in our 


lasting allegiance are especially vivid and perhaps_ 


best remembered. Attendance upon church service 
three times each Sunday and uopn Sabbath school 
during neon intermission may be irksome enough 
to a boy of ten or twelye years of age to be well 
fixed in his memory, but I bave never known a 
man who regretted these things in the 
years of ‘his maturity. The Shorter catechism, 
though thoroughly studied, was not, _per- 
haps, at the time perfectly undcrstood 
and yet in the storm of the labors and dutics of after 
life these are notapt to be the worst citizens whu 
were early taught whatis the chief end of man. 
Speaking of these things, and in the presence ot 
tho:e here assembled, most tender thoughts crowd 
upon my mind—all connected with Dresbyterian- 
ism and its teachings. There are present with me 
now memories of a kind and affectionate father 
consecrated to the cause and called to his rest and 
his reward iu the midday of prayers, and proves the 
love of a sainted mother aud family circle hallowed 
and santtiticd by the spirit of Presbytcrianism. I 
certainly cannot but express the wish and hope that 
the Presbyterian church will always be at the front 
in every movement which promixs the 
temporal as well" as spiritual ad- 
vancement of wankind, n the t 
moil and bustle of _every day life, 
few men are foolish enough to ignore the practical 
value to our people and our country of church or- 
ganizations established among us, and the advant- 
age of the Christian’s example and teaching. 
The field is vast and the work sufficient to engage 
the efforts of every section and denomination, but [ 
am inclined to believe that the church which is 
most tolerant and conservative, without the loss of 
spiritual strength, will soon find a way to the 
heayis and affections of the people, While we may 
be pardoned for insisting that our denomination is 
the best, we may,I think, safely concede much 
that is good to all other ehurches that make men 
better. 

Iam here to greet delegates to the two general as- 
semblies of the Presbyterian church, One is called 
the “North’’ and the other “South,’’ The subject is 
too deep and intricate for me, but I cannot help 
wondering why this should be. These words, so far 
as they denote separation estrangement should 
be obsolete. 

The president spoke with much earnestness 
and in a clear voice that was heard all over the 
lawn. He was frequently applauded, and his 
references to the question of union and fellow- 
ship were greeted with cries of ‘‘good”’ and 
“hear,” “hear” from members of both assem- 
blies. 

Moderator Bullock offered prayer, the dox- 
ology was sung and Moderator Thompson pro- 
nounced the benediction. Then members of 
both assemblies crowded up to the porch and 
were separately introduced to the president 
and his wife, who ted all with a shake of 
the hand, and after a collation, of which about

SOUTH CAROLINA PROEIBS.

ConemerA, §. C., May 23.—[{Special.]—The 
state prohibition convention of South Caro- 
lina, which has occasioned some little talk in 
the newspapers, assembled here last night and 
completed its laborsthis evening. There were 
forty-one delegates, representing thirteer out 
of the thirty-four count'es of this state, of these 
twenty were from Columbia. A discussion 
arose upon a resolution declaring that no person 
be aliowéd to vote or to participate in the discus- 
sions of this convention who is not recognized 
as Aylenmiocratic voter of the state. The reso- 
Intion was finally adopted by a vote of 21 to 20. 
Some delegates were pointed and carnest in 
their declarations that the prohibitionists of 
South Carolina contemplate no third party 
movement,gand no movement calculated to 
injure the democratic party. The name 
adopted by the permanent organization 
is the South Carolina democratic prohibition 
alliance. County alliances are to be formed 
under the direction of the several vice-presi- 
dents of the State alliance, there being one 
vice-president for each county. Resolutions 
were adopted, urging the establishment of a 
prohibition paper as soon as practicable, and 
asking meanwhile the co-operation of the press 
in calling attention to the laxity in the en- 
forcement of the statutes respecting the sale of 
intoxicants, suggesting that the legislature be 
memorialized for relief. A resolution reported 
by the committee, recommending the use of 
primary elections for choosing demo- 
cratic candidates, was discussed at some 
length and with some little warmth. Finally 
it was withdrawn by the committee and the 
convention made no declaration touching the 
manner of making political nominations. The 
president of the state prohibition alliance, 
elected by the convention this morning, W. K. 
Blake, of Spartanburg, formerly a member of 
the legislature, is an ardent temperance man 
and one of the best men in the state. The 
proceedings of the convention were conserva- 
tive and dignified throughout and the demean- 
or of the delegates has made a very fine ime 
pression.

Had in His New Railroad. 


THE SHORT LINE TO THE SEA. 


The Road Bonded for 83,000,000 and the 
Survey to Begin at Once—What Has 
Been Done in Less Than a Year. 


The Atlanta, Atlantic and Great Western 
railroad is an assured fact. 

That means a new line to Savannah, shorter 
by more than fifty miles than any existing line, 
and passing through the richest part of 
Georgia. 

The story of the inception of the project, the 
organization of the company, the canvass for 
subscriptions, the sale of the bonds and the 
contract for the building of the road—all ac- 
complished, as it has been, since the first of 
last July--is the story of what may well be 
termed a wonderful piece of railroad organi- 
zation, 

Tt is doubtful if the history of railroad 
building in the United States furnishes a 
more striking illustration of what push and 
energy and honest work will do. And the 
push, energy and work has been that of a 
single Atlanta gentleman, Colonel George T. 


Colonel Fry returned to Atlanta last night, 
from a month’s visit to the north. 

“T have here,’’ he said toa representative of 
THE Constitution, who called upon him, “‘a 
contract—signed, sealed and delivered—for the 
construction of the Atlanta, Atlantic and 
Great Western. It provides that the road 
shall be finished to Eatonton by the first of 
July, 1889, and to Savannah by July first, 18¢0. 
I have bonded the road at $12,000 per mile, 


issuing 
AN EVEN $3,000,000 

of bonds on the two hundred and fifty miles of 
road. The contract is with a party of northern 
capitalist, at whose head is General Koger A. 
Pryor, of New York, who are operating 
under the firm name of Roger A. Pryor & Co. 
Phey have paid in $100,000 in cash to begin 
With. This will be used in the preliminary 
engineering and surveys, which will be begun 
next Monday by Colonel William H. Pryor, of 
Lynchburg, Va., a kinsman of General Pryor, 
who has been made chief engineer of the road. 
He is one of the most eminent engineers in the 
country. 

“The balance of the money will be paid in 
monthly installments, $11,000 cash for $12,000 
in bonds of the road. These bonds are six per 
cents, running thirty years. The Mercantile 
Trust company, of New York, has been 
made trustce for the bondholders, 
the mortgage has been made payable 
to that company, and it has accepted the trust. 
The money is to be paid out of the trust com- 
pany as the work progresses, upon the esti- 
mates of the chief engineer, approved by my- 
self as president of thé company, and in 
monthly payments. Further payments are to 
be made for terminal property when the deeds 
for the property have been inspected and ap- 
proved by me. The contract for the engrav- 
ing and printing of the bonds has been let to 
the New York Bank Note company. There 
will be three thousand $1,000 bonds, running 
thirty years at 6 per cent interest, payable 
semi-annually.” 

. THE PRELIMINARY SU lggeY. 

‘“‘The survey will begin next k?” 

‘Yes. I left Colonel Pryor at Lynchburg, 
where he stops off for a few days to make 
preparations for coming to Georgia to remain 
some time. He will get here Saturday night 
or Monday. On hisarrival he will leave at 
once on a horseback reconnoisance over the 
proposed line of the road between here and 
Eatonton, and after that on to Savannah. In 
the interim the engineer corps will be organ- 
ized, camp equipage and equipment will be 
secured, and as soon as Colonel Pryor returns 
from his prospecting tour he will enter upon 
the work of locating the road. Grading is, un- 
der the contract, to be begun by September 
first of this year. Theroadisto be standard 
gauge, steel rails, 56 pounds tothe yard, and 
fitted with all modern appliances, the best that 
money will buy.”’ 

TO THE 8EA. 

‘‘Isn’t this project one to which attention 
has been called for years?” 

“Not this particular project—this is very 
young. For years there has been a great de- 
sire to have a railroad direct from Atlanta to 
the sea, a railroad which would be in every 
sense an Atlanta railroad. The need of such 
has been felt, but before this road was con- 
ceived no definite action has been taken. 

“It has all been done since last 
June. In June of last year I began the 
preparation of the charterunder which this 
work is now being executed, and had it re- 
duced to form by the time the legislature met 
on July Gth. On the first day of the session 
the bill granting the charter was introduced in 
the house by Captain Bray. After it had been 
before the house several weeks Hon. Clark 
Howell took hold of it and secured its passage. 
In the senate, Dr. DeJarnett, senator from 
Eatonton, and Senator Wright, of Effingham, 
interested themselves in its behalf and brought 
it toa passage. It then went to the governor, 
and on September 22nd it was signed and be- 
came a law.”’

“What has been your success in securing 
snbscriptions from points along the line?” 

‘‘\ bout the middle of last December I made 
my first visit to Eatonton in the interests of 
the road. I met with a cordial reception and 
secured a fine subscription. The people there 
and everywhere were thoroughly alive to the 
benefits which will result from the building of 
the road. Then I went to Sparta, in Hancock 
county, Waynesboro, in Burke county, Sylva- 
nia and Springfield, in Effingham county, and 
in Savannah. In all ofthese places my suc- 
cess was beyond my expectations. While at

to Louisville, in Jefferson county, and talk

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KILLED BOTH FATHER AND SON. 
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A Tragedy in North Carolina Over Dis- 
puted Land. 

ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 23.—A special from 
Webster, Jackson county, says that yesterday 
afternoon Allen B. Dills, a well known and 
highly respected farmer near here, shot and - 
killed William H. Bumgarner ‘and fatally 
wounded his father, William Bumgarner. The 
dithiculty arose through a misunderstanding 
about a small tract of land and is the termina- 
tion of an old feud.

Dills fired upon 
him, striking hii in the back, and he ran a 
short distance and fell dead. Dills made his 
escape and is still at large.

The city has within its limits more girls of 
gixteen than any other city in Georgia, and 
when they gather for the commencement ex- 
ercises the effect is quite bewildering.

Strawberries, as well as pretty girls, flourish 
around LaGrange. It is interesting, in this 
line, to know what a single woman, Mrs. Sarah 
B. Mabry, has accomplished. Last year she 
averaged twenty cents per quart for all the 
Werries she sold. ‘This year she had about half 
an acre of strawberries in full bearing, from 
which she has already sold 3,000 quarts, which 
has brought her in the neighborhood of $375. 
or as much as the value of six or seven bales 
of cotton. Some of these berries were sold as 
high as twenty cents per quart, and none less 
than ten cents. Wednesday last 220 quarts 
were picked from this half acre, and sold for 
ten and fifteen cents per quart. Besides doing 
all this work with her own hands, she has se- 
lected and set out since the beginning of the 
year 30,000 additional plants, ev- 
ery one of them alive and 
promising abundant yields next season. A 
few berries will be gathered from these vines 
this year, and another crop of three or four 
thousand quarts will be sold from the old 
vines this year. From half an acre she has 
sold over three thousand quarts of strawber- 
ries already this year. Next year she will have 
four and a half acres of vines just as produc- 
tive, and, giving the lowest estimate, she will 
gather 27,000 quarts, which at ten cents a quart, 
the lowest price which she has ever received for 
her berries, will bring her $2,700. Besides 
this, she has over four hundred vines of resp- 
berries, now covered with fruit which she will 
sell for twenty-five cents a quart, and which 
will prove a source of considerabie income. 

RM: 

No one will be surprised at the value of the 
crop and the productiveness of the soil, but the 
fact that a weak woman, with the weight of 
sixty years upon her shouldtrs, should have 
demonstrated the possibilities of small fruits 
in this section is surprising. She is the most 
enthusiastic fruit culturist in Georgia, and in 
the work she finds recroation and happiness. 
She has an untiring energy, and thoroughly 
understands berry culture. During the heat 
of the day, when she is compelled to rest in- 
doors, and in the evenings, she is not idle, but 
with her own hands makes the little wooden 
quart baskets in which the berries are sold. 
The farm consists of forty or fifty acres, and all 
except four and a half acres is cultivated in 
ordinary farm products, cotton, corn, millet, 
oats, etc., which Mrs. Mabry looks after very 
closely. The berry farm is wonderful within 
itself. That it should have been developed 
and so successfully managed by its mistress is 
an example and an inspiration for others.

The herd of Jerseys, including some grade 
tattle, consists of about fifty head of cows and 
calves, headed by “‘Ianthil,”’ son of the famous 
St. Helena cow. “Ianthil’ is probably the 
finest bull in Georgia. He is a beauty, and 
perfect in every point. There are now four- 
teen working cows, not one being over four 
years old, and a large majority only two years 
of age. From these heifers is made ten 
pounds of butter per day, besides enough milk 
being sold every morning to pay all the ran- 
ning expenses of the dairy. By next winter 
this working herd will be increased to about 
thirty, and the product of the dairy more than 
trebled. Gradually this force will be increased 
‘until the herd will be brought up to one hun- 
dred working cows. A big undertaking, but 
the man pushing it has the means and the en- 
thusiasm to bring it through succesafully. But 
even that is notall. <All his tillable land is 
being farmed on the tenant system, which 
Mr. Swanson. looks after most carefully.

still dear to the heart. Itisnow a vision of 
beauty. A walk over the place with the pres- 
ent owner, Major A. D. Abraham, was a real 
pleasure.

Crowning the hill, which has a regular de- 
stent on all sides, the water flowing off as from 
a conical shed, is the spacious residence, built 
in the old style of large southern houses, roomy 
and comfortable. The interior has been mod- 
ernized and improved, but no tonch of art 
could add to the appearance of the exterior, 
which, “unadorned, is adorned the most.”’ In 
front are parterres of beautifu) and variega- 
ted flowers, and sloping down to the 
street the lawn is green. with grasses and 
clover. To the left of the mansion is a vine- 
yard of several acres. It is carefully kept, 
and whena vine dies it is promptly replaced. 
Nearly all are now in full bearing and soon 
the “‘purple clusters” will delight the eye, 


tawba, Concord, Duchess, Niagara; Moore’s 
Early, Washington and Scuppernogg. The 
vines are about five years old, and, last year, 
Major Abraham gathered about twelve thou- 
sand pounds of the luscious product, which he 
generously distributed over the town. Of 
course, his vintage is a choice one and his va- 
rieties of wines kept for table use would de- 
light the taste of an epicure. The Delaware 
grane is prized above all others for the table. 
In the vineyard alone isa good living. It is 
the finest and largest in this region. Though 
alittle late this year, there is promise of an 
abundant harvest. -The wide spaces between 
the rows are utilized by the planting of corn. 
The vines are trained on wires, which rest 
upon pests conveniently placed. The whole 
number of vines is about twelve hundred, ex- 
clusive of the Scuppernongs, and the average 
production is ten pounds of grapes to the vine. 
In the rear of the laundry is a vine which is 
most luxuriant. It will probably produce 
fifty pounds of grapes, and its remarkable fe- 
cundity is caused by the contents of the wash- 
tubs being emptied upon the ground around its 


roots.

The orchard is scarcely less beautiful than 
the vineyard. It is situated north and in the 
rear of the residence. The rows of apple, 
peach and pear trees are as regular as soldiers 
on drill, and the orchard grass underneath is 
as green as emerald itself and as beautiful as a 
dream. There are about seventy-five trees 
of each variety of fruit. Down under the hill 
is the clover patch of two or three acres, wa- 
tered by a pretty stream. Beyond it is a 
pretty grove which affords an ample shade 
and good grazing for the cattle. The major’s 
farm of forty acres is divided into five fields, 
and each field is well-watered. He cultivates, 
mainly, cotton, of which he last year raised 
twenty-four bales on twenty-six acres. He 
also makes hay, peas and rye. He feeds 
his stock on bran and hay, using very little 
corn. They thrive upon this diet. 
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In front oe residence is the old South- 
ern Female college site. This is now a cotton 
farm of thirty-eight acres. It is very produc- 
tive, and is being improved every year by good 
fertilization and careful culture. Several fine 
graded cows are a valuable attachment to 
Oakhurst, furnishing milk and butter in am- 
ple quantities. Poultry raising is also a spe- 
cialty. The finest breeds of fowls have been 
procured, and last year five hundred young 
chicks pecked their way into life. The poul- 
try house is large, and kept scrupulously 
clean. Such a home and farm is a demonstra- 
tion of the fact that the acme of human com- 
fort and thrift may be reached here in old 
Georgia. The major thinks that Georgia is 
the garden spot of the world, and that La- 
Grange is the asparagus bed of the state, 
RE 

LaGrange is being well supplied with thor- 
oughbred horses. In addition to those pur- 
ohased by Messrs. Banks and Thornton, six 
splendid animals arrived on Saturday night 
from Lexington, Ky. Five of these belonged 
to Major A. D. Abraham, who still retains a 
very fine mare and offers the others for sale to 
the admirers of horseflesh, Mr. George A. 
Speer’s magnificent saddle-horse was one of 
the lot. He is, perhaps, the finest and cotliest 
ever brought to LaGrange. His pedigree 
shows a descent from the best strains of ‘‘the 
dark and bloody ground.”’

Colonel Nelson Tift, of Albany, has 1,000 
young pecan trees now growing. These trees 
came from the nuts of his large trees that are 
now of huge proportions, from forty to fifty 
feet high, and their wide spreading branches 
cover a circumference of 150 feet. These trees 
are about twenty-five years old, and fruit most 
prolifically. The nuts are of unusual size, and 
are greatly relished by all who have ever eaten 
them, 
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About a month ago Dr. Clements, of Monti- 
cello, received from Washington city, one- 
fourth of an ounce of silk worm eggs. They 
were about the size of a mustard seed, and 
since they hatched the worms haye grown to 
beaninch long. The doctor says he gave 
away all but about one-tenth of the number of 
eggs he had, but now has about 1,500 worms, 
which will give some idea of the size of an 
egg. He has given careful attention to them, 
and it is marvelous how fast they grow. He 
feeds them on mulberry leayes, and has had 
good luck with them thus far. In a few weeks 
more they will wind upin cocoons and their 
work will be complete, and from these cocoons 
the silk will be taken.

Mrs. Mon- 
sees and the colored women closed up store 
about midnight. Two hovrs later Mrs. Mon- 
sees was awakened by a noise. She found tho 
room filied with smoke, and the reflection of 
the flames outside could be readiiy seen from 
the window. After vainly endcavoring to 
wake Grace Blake, who Was on a mattress in 
the corner, Mrs. Monsees caught “P her baby 
and another child about two years old, and ran 
down stairsand through the yard into the street 
in her nightgown. Quite a crowd of negroes 
were gathered about the building, and she told 
them of the presence of the woman in the 
room above. When the fire department ar- 
rived a few minutes later, Chief Fernandez 
was told that all the occupants had escaped, 
and as the building was then blazing in every 
section, 1t was impossible to investigate. In 
an hour it was entirely gutted, TlLen, accum- 
panied" by Foreman Connelly, of No. 4, = 
chief began a search. They soon found the 
body lying on the mattress under a pile of 
scantling. There was no indications that she 
had attempted to move. The tiesh was burned 
entirely from the legs and arms, and the 
head and body presented a sickening sight. 
After scme trouble it was taken out and car- 
ried to the home of her daughter, on Bolton 
street, below Burrough’s, where Justice M. 
Molina held an inquest at 8:30 o’clock this 
forenoon. The remains were gathered in a

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BEER AND DIGESTION 


What Dr. Hare, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, Says About It, 


Dr. H. A. Hare, demonstrator of experimentad 
therapeutics and Instructor in physical diagnosis 
in the University of Pennsylvania, says the physt- 
cian ts frequently puzzled when prescribing for 
convalescent as to which alcoholic beverage of a 
mild and pleasant character he can recommend 
with the least fear of “upsetting” the stomach. 
The writer has, therefore, attempted to decide 
this question. 

Before passing to a direct consideration of the 
methods employed and the results obtained it is 
necessary that a few physiological and therapeutl- 
cal points be brought forward. Every one knowg 
that alcohol retards digestion In the test tube, but 
aids it in the stomach ; and while these facts seem 
somewhat paradoxical, they are, in reality, per- 
fectly logical, for the following reasons : 

In the test-tube we have a given quantity of 
digestive fluid on which the alcoholmay act, and 
we cannot have auy increase in the quantity of 
that fluid, because it is surrounded by glass walls, 
In the stomach the alcoholacts quiteas much on 
the digestive ferment as it does on the test-tube, 
butit also, by the presence of that viscus, excites 
the gastric glands to such an extent that an excess 
of gastric juice is secreted suffictent to counterbal- 
ance any anti-digestive influences, In other 
words, the action of the spiriton the living tissue 
is greater than its action on the digestive fermenta, 

Theoretically, alcohol should never be used in 
indigestion or in conditions of gastric weakness; 
practically, every physician of experience or edu- 
cation gives alcohol under just these circum- 
stances, and, very properly, too, gives the stronger 
alcoholic preparations instead ofthe weaker, Ina 
typhoid fever we give brandy or whiskyin the 
first.stages, almost solely for the purpose of in- 
creasing digestion. 

It is also known, by’ those interested in such 
matters in the profession, that beer alds digestion 
but little, or at all, by meansof its alcohol, since 
that constituent is present in so diluted a form and 
In such small quantity that it can neither sid di 
gestion to any extent by acting on the coats of the 
stomach nor retard It by influencing the digestive 
fluid. It should not be forgotten that whileallal- 
coholic fluids theoretically retard gastric digestion, 
that beer does so much less than brandy or whisky 
owing to {ts small amount of alcohol, and while, as 
bas already been shown, this fact rather obtains 
against ite practical use, that thisis overcome by 
the carbonic acid and bitter principles of the beer, 
which stimulate, excite and act as bitter tonics op 
the gastric glands, 

Beers, to be wholesome, should, therefore, cons 
tain carbonic acid and bitter principlestoatair 
decree, the alcohol taking a subservient and alk 
most useless role so far as digestion is concerned. 

To sum up the results of these experiments, we 
find that the beers examined varled in their action 
as much as fifty-nine minutes, and that while most 
beers do not retard digestion in all probability in 
the stomach, that others, such as those mentioned 
in the first part of the table, aid digestion very ma- 
terially, 

Thus, inthe case of the RERGNER & ENGEL

A GREAT TREAT. 


Hon: W. °C. Benet’s Lecture on 
John Bull and Jonathan. 


A Good Crowd Turn Out to Hear the Mas- 


terly Con: bination of Wit, Wisdom 
and Research. 


The lectare of Hon. W. C. Benet delivered 
at DeGive’s opera house last night, for the 
benefit of St. Luke’s churci, was a brilliant 
success. 

The andience was good. The house should 
have been crowded. 

: Seated on the stage were Mayor Cooper, Ma- 
jor Livingston Mims, Rev. Mr. Chaney, Rev. 
Mr. Barrett and Mr. Donald Bain. 

The distinguished speaker was gracefully 
introduced by Rev. Mr, Barrett. > Mr.[Barrett 
stated that the orator was thoroughly equipped 
for the handling of his theme-—John Bull and 
Jonathan—and that a rich treat would be laid 
before the audience, 

When Mr. Benet stepped to the front of 
the stage he was gf@eted with hearty and con- 
tinued applause. 

He isa handsome man of about thirty-five, 
of medium height, has dark hair, heavy light 
brown fmustache, and easy bearing. 

He read his lecture, and read it remarkably 
well. 

Hespoke about two hours, holding the 
closest attention of his audience throughout, 
with his wit, wisdom, depth, research, instruc- 
tion and magnificent rhetoric. 

‘The lecture may be described as a literary, 
historical and intellectual feast, garnished 
seit wit, satire, apt illustration and pure dic- 

on. 

It was too elaborate for reproduction in a 
newspaper notice, and even the striking feat- 
ures presented below can give but a glimmer- 
ing idea of its finish, beauty and power as a 
whole. 

Mr. {Benet began by saying that he had 
never deliverdd a lecture. He had been 
startled to find that he was advertised to de- 
liver a lecture. The word lecture was a mis- 
nomer. Hedid not intend to speak to the 
andience in the sense of  lectur- 
ing them, as Caudle had been 
lectured. This was the first time that he had 
even spoken in public for money, and even 
now he was speaking for the benefit of St. 
Luke’s church. 

Jolnu Bull and Jonathan was his subject. 
He would use the names as typical of England 
and America, 

Twenty years ago he came to this country to 
study America. He liked it so well that he 
had concluded tu remain. Before the late war 
between the states—the greatest civil war 
which had ever been waged—England knew 
little of America, of the topography of this 
country, of her grand mountains and vaileys 
and lakes. Butsince that war England had 
come to freely acknowledge the greatness of 
America. 

Edmund Burke, one of England’s greatest 
statesman, with his far seeing prophetic eye, 
had predicted the greatness to which America 
would attain. He saw this greatness in his 
mind’s eye, as far back as 172. 

Befcre the late war England’s ignorance of 
Aierica was dense. 

After that war the tide of travel from En- 
gland set westward. ‘Tourists, travellers, em- 
igrants Came over to see the great new coun- 
try, and the speaker came with them. 

On a village green in the north of Scotland 
he had heard the great struggle between the 
Ameriban states discussed. He had seen men 
get black eves and bloody noses in these discus- 
sions, for there were champions of Lee and of 
Grant in Scotiand as well as in America, 

Ife spoke of the southern confederacy as 
‘that short-lived nation which arose so white 
and fair, and fell so pure of crime,” which 
sentiment was greeted with tremendous and 
prolonged applause. 

The speaker said that he knew much of 
John Bull, and for twenty years had studied 
Jonathan. He was glad tospeak in Atlanta, 
a live, representative American city, the Chi- 
cago of the sonth. [Applause. | 

He described in felicitous words the rotund 
figure of John Bull and the scrawny. shape of 
Jonathan, as they are seen m cartoons in 
Punch and Puck. 

England and America could not be siudied 
apart. They were bound together by ties of 
blood, of kinship, of commerce, of language, 
of literature and history. It pained him to 
know that for a century past critics, essayists 
and authors had striven in their writings to put 
asunder two countries which God had joined 
together. "ok sayeman 

English people were not foreigners to Amer- 
ica, Americans were not foreigners to Eng- 
land. He had tried for twenty years to find 
out if he was a foreigner in America, and if he 
was, had never been able to find itout. [Ap- 
plause. | 

He condemned in sng Sengeeee tlie prac- 
tice of the majority of the English writers who 
have given them impressions of America, and 
American writers who have written about 
England. Asarule, they had fallen into the 
habit of magnifying local eccentricities into 
national faults, and the sensational press was 
guilty of the same bad taste. Old Samuel 
Johnson had once said that Americans de- 
served little less than hanging for their un- 
civilized ways, and not long ago an American 
editor had 

WARNED MISS CHAMBERLAIN 
against marrying an Englishman, because of 
the brutal manner in which Englishmen 
treat their wives. Both were wrong. 

Somebody had asked Matthew Arnold, .on 
his first visit to this county, if he did not in- 
tend to write a book on America? Arnold re- 
plied that his brief tour afforded him but slight 
opportunity to study America, and it would be 
an impertinence to write under the circum- 
stances, 

‘‘Whata pity itis that Dickens, Trollope, 
and a host of others, did not take the same 
view. 

‘‘Alas! that Arnold did not stick to his 
view, and spare us his ‘Impressions of 
America.’ ”’ 

He then showed how the average English 
writer on America criticized everything he 
saw in a way favorable to Engiand, and gave 
illustrations of how American writers on Eng- 
land ridiculed almost pos’ gre English. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes and Richard Grant 
White were exceptions to this: rule. They 
wrote of England in a genial and kindly way. 

English writers never failed to touch upon 
the negro question, particularly in the pres- 
ence of southern people, _— knew nothing of 
the negro except what they had read in books, 
while the knowledge of the southern people 
on the subject had come from experience and 
common sense. 

Richard Grant White had said that Ameri- 
can women were more beautiful than English 
women, but that English women were more 
lovable than American women. 

This was delicate and dangerous ground. 
One thing was certain. In the contest the 
golden apple must be awarded to the women 
of the southern states, for of all English speak- 
ing women they are the fairest_and loveliest. 

Applause.] John Bull and Jonathan were 
Lo yers. General Grant had said: England 
and America are natural allies,and should al- 
ways be the best of friends.” 

The speaker then gavea graphic historical 
sketch of the Anglo-Saxon race, showing how, 
beginning to move westward in the fifth cen- 
tury, it had swept everythin before it, and at 
length established its power In England. Its 
next move was upon America, where the abo- 
rigines had fled before its power. ; 

‘‘Monarchies may perish. Republics may 

away—but the Anglo-Saxon race will 
move on. Of all inferior races the negro has 
been able to sce the Anglo-Saxon race and 
live. He alone of inferior races has been 
willing to accept the ition to which 
the Anglo-Saxons have assigned him. Thus 
has he escaped, and thus only will he escape 
the doom of the inferior races." 

There can be no amalgamation-of the An- 
glo-Saxon and the — Pride of race will 
forever prevent it. he Anglo-Saxon race, 
unlike the Iatin races, never intesmarries 

ith inferior races. 

” America is now the centre of the wealth 
and commerce of English-speaking people. It 
will one day be the center of power. 

The speaker closed by eloquently forecasting 
the future of the Anglo-Saxon race. 

The day is coming when there will not be 
room in America for the Anglo-Saxon. He 
will not move to the ice-bound north nor to 
the tropical south. He will stick to the tem- 
perate zone, as he has alwaysdone. He will 
cross the Pacific to China and Japan. Though 
those nations never 


: 


ward he willtrample all races under his feet 
or putthem outof his. way, and the Anglo- 
Saxon race willin the end gird the earth 
with its poesessions as it is now girded with its 
commerce,”’ [Anplause.]

The Silver Question. 

We findin the New York World the fol- 
lowing interesting paragraph: 

The yrice of silver is now at the lowest point of 
which there is a modern or probably any record. I 
is quoted in London at 41%4 pence per ounce. Here 
on Satnrdsy it was 914 cents per ounce. making 
the ano unt of silver in our dollar worth but 70.54 
Cenis. And still nuthing is done towards equaliz- 

Ang the intrinsic values of the two dollars and the 
compulsory coinage continues at the rate 
of about $2,800,000 per month, the law requiring 
that a minimum of $2,000,000 worth of silver shall be 
coined, not merely 2,000,000 silver dollars. The 
state of the money market and tradein Indiais a 
contributory cause tothe low price, but no marked 
recovery is expected, 

This is interesting, but it is not wews. It 
is merely q restatement in rather a vague 
way that the continued demonetization of 
silver by the United States, in accordance 
with the British behests, is costing tha 
wheat growers and the cotton planters of 
this country more hard cash than the tariff 
would if the present duties were quad- 
rupled. 

And yet some of our esteemed contempo- 
raries inform us that the silver question is 
Not an issue. 

The Courier- Journal, however, which is 
@ pretty good free trade paper, is disposed 
to treat the question as an issue, and it 
ventures, in spite ofthe attitude of the ad- 
ministration, to give some facts that are 
really worthy of attention. The exports of 
wheat from this country are below the av- 
erage, while the exports from India are stead- 
ily increasing. ‘This is not at all Strange, 
since the British dealer is thus enabled to 
purchase his wheat in India for demonetized 
silver and sell it in England for gold—the 
difference between the two metals giving 
him little less than three reasonable profits; 

The Courier-Journal, which has been ag- 
itating this important question, has gath- 
ered some testimony that may be of interest. 
A member of parliament stated that ‘the 
fall in exchange or bullion was equal to 
$10,000,000 in wheat to the people of In- 
dia. Pa the rupee fell to 1 shilling’’(now 
ds 2d) “there would be a further stimulus.” 

Sir Evelyn Baring, former finance minis« 
ter-of India, testified that “‘the India culti- 
vator has a considerable advantage im the 


. seTy?? (the. fall ; 


exchange) “had not 9 
_ Me value of the rupee in Indias or” its: ex- | 


J. C. Fielden, a prominent India dealer, 
testified that “the restoration of bimetallism 
would advance the price of wheat in Eng: 
land $2\to $2.50 per quarter’”” He added) 
that heineluded “‘Ifdia wheat, American 
wheat, all wheat.” Asked if he thonght that 
India wheat ruled the market; he answered, 
“Undoubtedly.” , : 

William Fowler, a monometallist author- 
ity, testified: “I have always’ held that 
there was a bounty arising to a certain ex- 
tent from the condition of silver as regards 
the export of wheat trom . India.” ‘‘If the 
dealer gets a gold price for his wheat in 
Europe hé can buy more silver or rupees, 
the cheaper bullion gets, and, therefore, his 
gold will buy more wheat.”’ 2 

A member ofa Liverpool-Bombay house: 
testified that ‘“‘the advantage of the fall in 
silver te the India cultivater compensates 
for all its disadvantages.’? He added that 
the fall in silver was ‘‘a cause of the fufther 
decline in wheat.’’ | 

A director of the Bank of England _testi- 
fied: ‘*There is no doubt that the exports 
of India have been stimulated by it and 
vastly inereased.’’ 

This isa part of the expert testimony 
taken by the purely monometallic commis- 
sion of parliament. ‘To this the Courier- 
Journal adds: 

But for the export bonus createa, India could 
not ship at the priees now current in Europe, a 
bale of cotton, a bushel of wheat, or a pound of 
wool. Before the era of mouometallism her exports 
were small, though the buying markets of Europe 
were 40 to 45 per cent higher than now. 

The effect of the silver bonuson the wheat ex- 
ports of India aga market fictor in Europe is of 
vastly lessimportance than in cotion and some 
other produces. The India wheat export is smaller 
compared to our surplus than her cotton export. 
Butsmall or larcé, whatan infamy itisthat we 
tamely submit to being made tributaries to the pau- 
pers and ryotsof Asia, and have our produce tolled 
by ruinous iimposis for the privilege of competing 
with their bonuSed stuff- 

Now we submit to Editor Richardson, of 
Macon, that this is putting the matter with 
some strength. Norisitanyto strong. In 
fact, the situation is very inadequately de- 
scribed. ‘The trouble is net that the Bland 
billis a failure, but that the free and un- 


limited coinage of silver is necessary.

Hook, our state school commissioner, be- 
fore the Georgia Teacher’s association, is 
one of the most complete affairs of the kind 
that every came before us. Mr. Hook re- 
views the status of the schools before he 
took hold of themina clear and satisfac- 
tory way. More than this, it would take 
many pages to explain. Mr. Hook’s ad- 
dress is couched in language worthy of a 
Burke ora Sheridan. We have had noth- 
ing in our history equal to it. 


The Platform of 1888. 

Awhile ago, some of our esteemed con- 
temporaries were complaining that Tuer 
CONSTITUTION Was undemocfati¢ because it 
favored aplan of revehue reduction that 
would give protection to American indus- 
tries and to American laboring men, The 
movement in favor of tariff reduction has 
taken a much more emphatic turn than 
this, and THE CONSTITUTION has acquiesced 
init. At the same timeit cannot be de- 
nied that the position occupied by Tux 
CONSTITUTION is strictly in accordance with 
the principles of taxation laid down in the 
Chicago platform of 1884, on- which Mr. 

Neveland was elected. In order that there 
may be no doubt about this, we give the 
platform in full, so far ag it relates to taxa- 
tion: 

Knowing full well that the legislation affecting 

the operations of the people should. be cautioug 
and conservative in method, not in advance of pub- 
lic opinion, but responsive to its demands, the dem- 
ocratic party is pleiged to revise the tariff in a spirit 
of fairness to abl interests. 
, But, in making reluction in taxes, it is not pro- 
posed to injure any domestic industries, Lut rather 
to promote their healthy growth. F:0 nthe foun- 
dation of this government taxes collected at the 
custom house have been the chief source of federal 
revenue, Such they must continue tobe. More- 
over, mauy industries haye come to rely upon legis- 
lation for successful continuance, so that any change 
of law must be at every step regardful of the labor 
and capital thus involved. The process ofreform 
must be subjectin the execution to this plain dictate 
of justice. 

All taxation shall be limited to the requirements 
ofeconomical government. The necessary reduc- 
tion in taxation can and must be effected without 
depriving American labor of the ability to compete 
successfully with foreign labor, and without im- 
posing lower rates of duty than will be ample to 
cover any increased cost of production. whieh may 
exist in consequence of the higher rate of wages 
prevailing in this country, 

Sufficient revenue to pay all the expenses of the 
federal government, economically administered, ins 
cluding pensions, interest and principal of the pub- 
lic debt, can be got under our present system of 
taxation, from custom house taxes on fewer imfport- 
ed articles, bearing heaviest on articles of luxury, 
and bearing lightest on articles of necessity. 

We therefore denounce the abusés of thé existing 
tariff, and, subject to the preceding limitations, we 
demand that federal taxation shall be exelusively 
for public purposes, and shall not exceed the needs 
of the government, economically administered. 

The system of direct taxation known as the inter- 
nal revenue isa war tex, and, as long as the law 
continues, the money derived therefrom should be 
savredly devoted to the relief of the neople from the 
remaining burdens of the war, and be madea fund 
to defray the expenses of the care and conifort of 
worthy soldiers disabled in line of duty inthe wars 
of the republic, and forthe payment of such pen- 
sions as congress may from time to time grant to 
such soldiers, a like fund for the sailors having 
been already pruvided; and any surplus should be 
paid into thet easury. 

There is nothing obseure here—nothing 
undemoeratic. We can confidently recom- 
mend these declarations to the democratic 
party today. ‘They carried the party to vic- 
tory in 1884, and they can carry it to victory 
in 1888, It will be time enough to talk of 
reading such democrats’ as’ Samuel J. Ran- 
dalland Patrick Walsh out of’ the party 
when they refuse to. stand on the platform 
which the St. Louis’ convention shal) de- 
liver itself of.

Be it further resolved, That we urge the citizens 
of Atlanta to patronize the expositions held during 
this year, in the for-going cities, with their accus- 
tome J liberality and cofistant purpose to advanedé 
the interests of all sections of the state. 

In taking this action the directors were moved by 
a sincere desire to give the other cities in Georg 
that had contributed so largely to the success 
the Piedmont exposition in. 1887 an open. field for 
18 -8; ’ 
Director-General James R. Wylie, who moved the 
resolution, state@ that there had already been in- 
curred a debt of nearly five thousand dollars in 
preparing the grounds for an exposition this year;

There's 
something behind the curtain that should be inves- 
tigated. Send it to the ‘‘Home,” in the city, or 
Jones’s orphan home. Please do, for humanity’s 
sake. A Mother. 

Sergeant Mike White was sent out by Act- 
ing Chief Conch to investigate the matter. It 
will be remembered that about a week ago an 
anonymous letter was received at police head- 
quarters stating that the child cried almost 
constantly, that it was kept by a family of ne- 
groes, and asking that the child be taken 


away. 

The negro woman gave her name as America 
Moreland, and stated that the child had been 
left for a short time ty its parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Bates. They had = to Birmingham. 
Mr. Bates made a business of enlarging pic- 
tures. The matter was one that required care- 
ful handling, and it was concluded to leave the 
baby on Houston street, and to watch for de- 
velopments, 

When the sergeant went ont yesterday the 
woman repeated the same story, and showed a 
letter from the child’s mother. - It read: 

CHATTAN@0GA. Tenn,. May 19, 188%-——Jane More- 
land: I got your letter of the 10th a few days ago. I 
am very glad Clara is goodand more used to you 
now. There Is one thing I forgot to tell you about, 
Jane, and that is about keeping ali medicine out of 
her reach, or all bottles. Because she loves to get 
hold of mediane? Put all things out of her 1eacn 
that she can hurt herself with. I know you will 
take good care of her, Jane, and for that reason feel 
less worried about her. I will be there as soon as I

The same may be 
said of “‘see,”” God has revealed it. When you 
get a matter before a man that he can compre- 
hend it, orunderstand it, he will say, ‘‘I see 
it.”’ He means that he comprehends it. 

It is through Jesus Christ that we have 
come to understand the unseen things; with- 
out him we never could. 

Who knows God? Who comprehends God ? 
Who, by searching, can find out-God? 

No man hath seen God at any time, yet we 
believe in God. Who God is, what God is, 
and what His disposition toward us we do not 
know. The light of nature, the skies, stars, 
birds, flowers, etc., throw no lighton it; sci- 
ence, philosophy, conscience and providence, 
all equally fail to enlighten us. 

There is a light that reveals this to us, and 
that light is Jesus. There are three points in 
the subject to be considered—who and what is 
Goi? Whoand whatisman? How man can 
baat peace with God? 

{f l asked a Presbyterian who is God, he
